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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an exanniner's statement of reasons for allowance. U.S. Patent 
6,493,071 to van den Berg et al. teaches an apparatus and method for determining 
mastitis in cows by irradiating milk samples with visible light (specifically green and blue 
light) detecting the irradiated light signals, and comparing the light received with 
reference values to determine whether the measurement should be categorized as 
indicating mastitis or not. (column 2, line 55 to column 3, line 5 of van den Berg et aL). 
Van den Berg et al. does not teach establishing a classifying model by investigating 
healthy and mastitic cow. Van den Berg et al. teaches the establishment of reference 
values by using average values of the last milkings of a group of animals. Any 
comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany 
the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of 
Reasons for Allowance."
